YELLOWFEVER! 


Foor Deathg Occur From it in Florida 
and the People Flee Into the 
ConntrJ for Refoffe. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hamilton this morning received 
telegrams from Tampa, Fla., sajing that 
four deaths 
from yellow fever, and 
about twenty cases, a few of which have 
passed the fever stage, have occorred in 
the last seventy-two honra. 
Many peo- 
ple have fled. It may be necessary to 
establish a camp of refuge in the ooantry 
where the mails can be fumigated. 
He 
has also received a meesage from San- 
ford, Fla., asking for a loan of tent« for 
refugees from the epidemic at Tampa. 
Mr. Hamilton ordered the tents to be 
sent to Sanford. 
The surgeon general 
has seu. a despatch toGol. Haines, su- 
perinteudent of the Plant line of steam- 
ers. 


The Fidelity Affair. 


WASHINQTON, D. O., Oct, 8.—The 
comptroller of currency to-day received 
from Cincinnati a voluminous report 
from the receivers of the Fidelity nation- 
al bank regarding its condition. The 
report will be made public this afternoon. 
While the aflfairs of the bank are known 
to be in a complicated and highly un- 
satisfactory condition it is believed the 
funds at command will justify the comp- 
troller in declaring a small dividend in 
favor of depositors at an early day. 


Knight8 0f Labor. 
MINNKAPOLIS, Oct. 8.—At the Knights 
of Labor convention Thomas H. Lowry, 
of Bradford, Pa., read a paper on the 
operations of the Standard Oil company, 
in which it was s t a ^ that at the rate 
they have been able to crush out all 
competitors in the past ten years, they 
will, unless some system of restraint can 
be adopted, own or control in twenty 
years three-fourths of all the railroad 
and manufacturing enterprises in the 
United States. 


Foreign 5ew8. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—The intelligence has 
been received here that a mutiny has 
occurred among the Chinese soldiers 
stationed at Dnblaschan, on the Russo- 
Chinese frontier. Several officers were 
murdered and a quantity of amunition 
and some money belonging to the gov- 
ernment were seized by the mutineers. 
The commander-in-chief of the troops 
was panic-stricken and fled.

NO FEEDM CANAL! 


Judge MeBride Enjoins Its Purchase 
Because the Kramer Farm is 
Coupled With It. 


This morning, when Judge Wes. Me- 
Bride, of Waterloo, convened the super- 
ior court he read his decision on the 
feeder canal injunction case. 


He said that great care should be ex- 
ercised by the city in dec ding a ques- 
tion as important as that of a water 
supply, and added that undue interfer- 
ence by courts in city afiairs would be 
usurpation. 


He mabe it a strong point that neither 
public oificers or courts should be in- 
fluenced from their path of right and 
sworn duty, 
even 
though nineteen- 
twentieths of the people were either for 
or against them. 


He holds first that the council has the 
power and the right to institute and 
carry forward all condemnation proceed- 
ings for the building, extending and 
maintainence of water 
works. 
The 
water works trustees have no 
such 
power. Their duty is solely a mana- 
gerial one. 


He insists that because the council by 
resolution once declared the 
feeder 
canal to be a nuisance, is not a reason 
that it is a nuisance to-day, adding that 
this point is unworthy of serious consid- 
eration. 


It is ruled that the condemnation of 
the water works might increase the in- 
debtedness of the city, but on this point 
no restraint is made. 


As to the question of a necessity for 
the acquisition of the feeder canal prop- 
erty the judge holds: 


"This should be considered in con- 
nection with the sixth specification, as 
they are practically the same question. 
Upon this question my impression is 
that there is no ground shown for inter- 
ference by the court. 
The power to de- 
termine the sufficiency or insufficiency 
of the water supply and the necessity for 
increasing it by the condemnation of ad- 
ditional property, is, I think, vested in 
the common council, and the courts 
would only be justified in interfering, if 
at all, in case of a clear, gross and pal- 
able abuse of that discretion. 
This, it 
seems to me, I am not justified in doing 
by the evidence." 


In the next ruling the judge decides 
that the condemnation of a forty-acre 
tract of farming land, or Kramer farm, 
near the feeder dam, is unnecessary 
and he enjoins its purchase on the 
affidavit of Water Works Inspector Iten 
that it cannot be used for water works 
purposes. 
He regrets that the city did 
not produce evidence to show that it was 
a necessary adjunct to the water works 
system. 


On the question of the honesty and 
qualifications of the commissioners ap- 
pointed to appraise the feeder canal and 
the conncilmen who voted for them, the 
judge holds: 


"I deem it my duty to say in this con- 
nection that there is no evidence which 
would justify me in any finding refiect- 
ing on the integrity of any member of 
the city government, or any of these 
commissioners, or indeed of any person 
concerned ia this entire procee^g." 


The judge 
dismisses 
Thomasetta 
Skinner's claim to ownership of a por- 
tion of the property and concludes by 
granting a temporary injunction against 
the 
condenmation 
or 
purchase 
of 
the 
feeder 
canal, because the 
forty acre tract of land, or Kramer farm, 
included in such proceedings, is un- 
available and unnecessary for the pur- 
poses of a water supply. 


On all other pointe he agrees with the 
city and in view of this fact, Colerick & 
Oppenheim and Morris & Barrett have 
asked for a modified injunction, or one 
that will preclude the purchase of the 
forty acre tract of land and at the same 
time permit the council to proceed with 
the condemnation of the fe^er canal for 
water works purposes. 


On this petition Judge McBride has 
not ruled.

Savage 
Marriages, 


It may interest women to learn that 
the islanders of Now Guinea, are mar- 
ried not according to their own inclina- 
tion, but those of their parents. 
They 
are most frequently affianced at a very 
tender age, but afterwards forbidden to 
associate with each other. 
Indeed, 
this is carried so far that the girl may 
not even look at her future husband. 
Both must avoid all contact with the 
members, both masculine and feminine, 
of the family into Avhich they are about 
to enter. 
Their wedding ceremonies 
are characterized by a reserve and a 
modesty very remarkable in a savage 
people of the tropics. 
Adorned with 
the most beautiful ornaments, the bride 
is conducted at night in a torchlight 
procession through the village. 
One 
woman carries her on her back, while 
another binds her arms, as though she 
were a captive, and leads her by the 
rope to the house of her 
betrothed. 
This is a symbol of slavery—a souvenir 
of the ancient servitude which the aristo- 
cratic class has preserved. 
There is 
nothing of this in the procession of the 
poor. 


On reaching their distination 
the 
bridegroom is presented to the bride's 
relatives, who lead him into her cham- 
ber. 
She awaits him with her back 
turned, indicating that she fears to 
meet his conquering gaze. 
The young 
man apjiroaches till within two feet of 
her, turns on his heels, and then they 
are back to back in the midst of a 
numerous assembly, the men on one 
side, the women on the other. 
After 
the entertainment the bride is led into 
her own room, still not daring to meet 
the terrible glance of her husband, and 
keeping her back turned to the door. 
Seeing this, the husband also turns his 
back on her. 
The whole night is spent 
in this manner ; tliey sit there motion- 
less, having some one to brush away 
the flies, and without speaking a word. 
If they grow sleepy some one of the 
assistants, who take turns in doing this 
service, nudges them with his elbow. 
If they keep wide awake they are as- 
sured of a long life and green old age. 
In the morning they separate, still 
without looking at each other, in order 
to refresh themselves after the fatigues 
of the previous night. 
This perform- 
ance is continued for four nights, and 
on the fifth morning, with the first rays 
of the sun, the young people may look 
each other in the face. 
That suffices ; 
the n^arriage is 
considered 
accom- 
plished, and the newly-wedded pair re- 
ceive the customary congratulations. —

Horses. 


Familiar as we are with the use of 
horses, and accustomed to regard them 
as th« property of man, we almost lose 
sight of the fact that there was once 
time when these noble animals were 
free to roam about as they pleased 
There are some wild horses at the pres- 
ent day, it is true, yet it is believed 
that all of these have descended from 
tame horses which have at various times 
escai)ed from their masters. 


The history of the horse on our own 
continent, so far as it is known, is ex 
ceedingly interesting. 
It shows that at 
the time of the discovery of America 
there were no horses here, and that they 
were afterward broi»jht into the coun- 
try by the Spaniards during the Mexi- 
can wars. 
According to the accounts 
of the 
conquest, 
the natives were 
greatly astonished to behold the in- 
vaders upon horseback. 
Not only was 
the beautiful animal itself wholly un- 
known to them, but their surprise was 
increased by the remarkable sight of 
man seated upon its back. 
Notwith- 
standing the fact that horses were then 
unknown in America, still the fossil re- 
mains which have been found in the 
western part of the United States i^rove 
that horses existed in the new world in 
very early times. 
Therefore, for some 
good reason which is not understood, 
they must have died out upon this con- 
tinent before the arrival of the Euro- 
peans upon our shores. 


These interesting 
fossils likewise 
show us that the horses of the far-off 
time were curious little animals, very 
diflferent from the graceful, elegant 
horses of our own time. 
The earliest 
of these creatures yet found was a 
small animal, only about the size of a 
fox, with four well-developed toes and 
rudiments of the fifth toe on the fore- 
foot. 
Since that time the horse has 
gradually increased in size, and lost its 
superfluous toes, and naturalists now 
have the satisfaction of tracing its 
descent, by means of these fossils, 
through the intermediate four-toed and 
three-'toed forms, down to the horse of 
the present day with its one perfect toe. 
These changes must, of course, have 
occurred by easy stages. 
The side toes 
no doubt gradually diminished in size, 
and at the same time the middle toe 
grew larger and stronger, suj^ported by 
the solid hoof, which is simply a very 
thick nail. 
Horses, therefore, as we 
know them, walk on this long middle 
toe, which is covered with the strong 
hoof, 
and forms what is generally 
spoken of as the foot. What we call 
the horse's knee is in reality the heel, 
and under the skin, just below the heel, 
may yet be found two slender bones, 
called the "splint bones," which are 
remnants of the lost toes of the ances- 
tors of our modern horse. 


Horses are remarkably intelligent 
and docile, showing a strong memory 
for places. 
They yield themselves 
wholly, as we know, to the service of 
man, often entering with enthusiasm 
into the work assigned them, and we 
can scarcely estimate the assistance 
they have rendered in the spread of 
civilization throughout the world. Each 
of the various breeds of horses is suited 
to some special kind of labor, and we 
may notice that while one breed excels 
in speed and another in strength, others 
are valued chiefly for their powers of 
endurance. 
In cold and stormy regions 
the horses are apt to be small and 
shaggy, as is the case with the ponies 
of the Shetland Islands. 
These ponies 
are exposed to bitter cold in their native 
island home, and they need all the pro- 
tection which is afforded by their thick, 
rough coats. 


Horses in a wild condition are in the 
habit of congregating in large troops 
which arc led by one male. 
When 
they are attacked, the young animals 
and those which are weak and helpless 
are generally placed in the middle of 
the band, and surrounded by those that 
are strong and well able to defend 
them. 
Fierce conflicts occur between 
the males to secure the leadership of 
these troops, and the unsuccessful ones 
are sometimes driven off from the flock, 
and obliged henceforth to lead a soli- 
tary life. Horses fight by throwing the 
forefeet with great force upon their 
enemies, or else by kicking violently 
with their hind-feet. 


Closely related to the horse is the 
zebra, conspicuous for its 
slender 
limbs and beautifully striped silky hair. 
It is altogether one of the most elegant 
animals, but its disposition is vicious. 


and it is not easily tamed. 
Zebras are 
natives of the southern part of Africa, 
where they graze in large herds upon 
the grassy plains.—JEiar/>e/'ji

Jurymen are better off in these times 
than in the good old days when it was 
the law to endeavor to starve them into 
a verdict. 
It is bad enough now, says 
AH the Year Round, 
to be put to loss 
of time and money, with little or inade- 
quate 
recompense, 
without 
being 
starved or fined into the bargain. 


In the early part of the reign of 
Henry VIIL Lord Chief Justice Eeed 
tried an action when on circuit in which 
the jury was locked up, but before giv- 
ing their verdict had eaten and drunk, 
which they all confessed. 
This being 
reported to the Judge, he fined them 
each heavily and took their verdict. 


In Hilary term, 6th, Henry VIIL, the 
case came up before the full Court of 
Queen's Bench on a joint motion to set 
aside the verdict on the ground of in- 
formality of trial, the jury having eaten 
when they should have fasted, and next 
remit the fines under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the case. 
The jury 
averred that they had made up their 
minds in the case before they ate, and 
had returned into court with a verdict, 
but, finding the Lord Chief Justice had 
run out to see a fray," and not know- 
ing when he might come back, they had 
refreshments. 
The 
court confirmed 
both the verdict and the fines. 


In "Dyer's Eeports" a case is reported 
of a jury who retired to consider their 
verdict, and when they came back the 
baib'ff informed the judge that some of 
them (whom he could not depose) had 
been feeding while locked, up. 
Both 
bailiff and jury were sworn, and the 
pockets of the latter were examined, 
when it appeared that they all had 
pippins," of which "some of them con- 
fessed they had eaten and the others 
said they had not." 
All were severely 
reprimanded, and those who had eaten 
were fined 12 shillings each and those 
who had not eaten were fined 6 shil- 
lings each, for that they had them in 
their pockets.

iRev. Dr. Talmagre's Sermon Last Sunday 


Morning—Other Worlds Tlian Ours In- 
habitable—The Religion of Clirist Not an 
Abstraction. 
BEOOKiiYN, Oct. 2.—The capacity for a 
still larger audience has been made at the 
Brooklyn tabernacle. 
An adjoined lecture 
room has been built BO that daring the 
week it is used by itself, but on the Sab- 
W-th it is thrown into the main auditorium 
and filled by those sitting or standing. 
Kotwithstanding 
the 
enlargement 
the 
crowds that ro away not able to get inside 
the building are greater this fall than ever 
before. 
To-day the pastor explained ap- 
propriate passages of 
Scripture. 
Prof. 
Browne rendered upon the organ the First 
Sonata in D minor, Kitter. 
The text of 
the sermon was from I I Corinthians, viiL 
9: 
"Ye know the erace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that, though He was rich, yet for 
your Bakes He became poor." Dr. Talmage 
said: 


That all the worlds which on a cold 
winter's night make the heavens one great 
glitter are inhabitantless is an absurdity. 
Philosophers tell us that many of these 
worlds are too hot, or too; cold, or too 
rarefied of atmosphere for residence. 
But, 
if not fit for human abode, they may be 
fit for beings different from and superior 
to ourselves. 
We are told that the world 
of Jupiter is changing until it is almost fit 
for creatures like the human race, and 
that Mars would do for the human family 
with a little change in the structure of 
the respiratory organs. 
But that there is 
a great 
world swung somewhere, 
vast 
beyond imagination, 
and that it is the 
headquarters of 
the universe 
and the 
metropolis of immensity, and has a popu- 
lation in numbers vast beyond all statistics 
and appointments of splendor beyond the 
capacity of canvas, or poem, or angel to 
describe, is as certain as the Bible is 
authentic. 
Perhaps some of the astrono- 
xneis with their big telescopes have al- 
ready caught a glimpse of it, not knowing 
what it is. 
We spell it with six letters,and 
pronounce it Heaven. 


That is where Prince Jesus lived nine- 
teen centuries ago. 
He was the 
King's 
' son. 
It was the old homestead of eternity, 
and all its castles were as old as God. 
Not 
a frost had ever chilled the air. 
Not a tear 
had ever rolled down the cheek of one of 
its inhabitants. 
There had never been in 
it a headache, or a sideache, or a heart- 
ache. 
There had not been a funeral in 
the memory 
of 
the 
oldest 
inhabitant. 
There had never in all the land 
been 
woven a black veil, for there had never 
been anything to mourn over. The passage 
of millions of years had not wrinkled or 
crippled or bedimmed any of its citizens. 
All the people there were in a state of 
eternal 
adolescence. 
What 
floral 
and 
pomonic brightness! 
Gardens of 
per- 
petual bloom and orchards in unending 
fruitmge. 
Had some spirit from another 
world entered and asked. What is 
sin? 
what is bereavement? what is sorrow? what 
is death? the brightest of the intelligences 
would 
have 
failed to 
give definition, 
though to study the question there were 
silence in Heaven for half an hour. 
I h e 
Prince 
of whom I speak 
had 
honors, 
emoluments, 
acclamations, 
such as 
no 
other prince, celestial or terrestrial, ever 
enjoyed. 
As He passed the street, the in- 
habitants took oft" from their brows gar- 
lands of white lilies and threw them in 
the way. 
Ho never entered any of the 
temples without all the worshipers rising 
up and bowing in obeisance. 
In all the 
processions of the high days He was the 
one who evoked 
the loudest 
welcome. 
Sometimes on foot, walking in loving talk 
with the humblest of the land, but at other 
times He took chariot, and among the 
<.20,000 that David spoke of His was the 
swiftest and most 
flaming; 
or, as when 
John described Him, He look white pal- 
frey with what prance of foot, and arch of 
neck, and roll of mane, and gleam of eye 
is only dimly suggested in the Apocalypse. 
He was not like other princes, waiting for 
the father to die and then take the throne. 
When a few j'cars ago an artist in Ger- 
many made a picture for the Koyal gal- 
lery representing Emperor William* on the 
.throne, and the Crown Prince as having 
one foot on the step of the throne. Em- 
peror William ordered the picture changed, 
and said: 
"Let the Prince keep his foot 
off the throne till I leave it." 


Already enthroned 
was the 
Heavenly 
Prince, side by side with the Father. ^Vhat 
a circle of dominion! 
What myrmidons of 
admirers! 
What unending round of glo- 
lies! 
All the towors chimed the Prince's 
praises. 
Of all the inhabitants, from the 
center of the city, on over the hills 
and 
clear down to the beach, against which the 
ocean of immensity rolls its billows, 
the 
Prince was the acknowledged favorite. No 
wonder my text says that "he was 
rich." 
Set all the diamonds of the earth in one 
Bcepter, build all the palaces of the earth 
in one Alhnmbra, gather all the pearls of 
eea in one diadenj, put all the values of the 
earth in one coin; the aggregate would not 
express his affluence. 
Yes, Panl was right. 
Solomon had in gold £080,000,000 and 
silver 
i:1,02'.),00(i,877 
sterling. 
But 
greater than Solomon is here. 
Not the 
millionaire, 
but the 
quadrillionaire 
of 
Heaven. 
To describe his celestial sur- 
roundings the Bible uses all colors, gather- 
ing them in rainbow over the throne and 
setting them as agate in the temple window, 
and hoisting; twelve of them 
into a wall 
from stripped jasper at the base to 
trans- 
parent amethyst in the capstone, while be- 
tween are green of emerald, and snow of

were out that night in the sky, and especial 
meteor acted lis escort, bat all that was 
from other worlds, ahd not fr^m this world. 
The earth made no domons^ation of wel- 
come. 
If one of the great-princes of this 
world steps otit at a ddpot cheers" resound, 
and the bands playV;^iind the flags wave. 
But for the"arrivat^.x>f;.„this missionaiy 
Prince of the skies no^; a'torphiflared, not 
a trumpet blew, not a pluine ftftltered. 
All 
the music and thet-pomp were overhead. 
Our world opened- for him nothing better 
than a bam dooji^ 
The rajah of Cashmere 
isent to Victonai'a b^dsfdad of carved gold 
and a canopy that cost $75i),000, but the 
world had for the Princa of Heaven and 
earth only a lifter of straw. 
The crown 
jewels in the Tower of London amount to 
$15,0(!0,000, but this member of eternal 
royalty had nowhere to lay his head. 
To 
know how poor He 
w a s , a s k the camel 
drivers, ask the shepherds, ask Mary, ask 
the three wise men of the East who after- 
ward came 
'there, 
young -Caspar 
and 
middle aged Balhasar and "old Melchoir. 
Toknow how poor He was, examine all the 
records of real estate in all that oriental 
country, and see what vineyard, or what 
house, or what field He owned. 
Not one. 
Of what mortgage was He the mortgagee? 
Of what tenement was He the landlord? 
Of what lease was He the lessee? 
Who 
ever paid Him rent? 
Not owning the boat 
on which He sailed, or the beast on which 
he rode, or the pillow on which He slept. 
He had so little estate that in order to pay 
his tax He had to perform a miracle, put- 
ting the amount of the assessment in a 
fish's mouth and having it hauled ashore. 
And after His death the world rushed in to 
take an inventory of His goods, and the 
entire aggregate was the garments He had 
worn, sleeping in theia 
by night and 
traveling in them by day, bearing on them 
the dust of the highway and the saturation 
of the sea.

whom he had killed or conquered, and he 
was allowed to wear his triumphal robes 
in the Senate. 
The world had applause 
for imperial butchers, but buffeting for 
the Prince of Peace. 
Plenty of golden 
chalices for the favored to drink out of, 
but our Prince must put His lips to the 
bucket of the w ell by the roadside after He 
had begged for a drink. 
Poor? 
Born in 
another mun's barn and eating at another 
man's table, and cruising the lake in an- 
other man's iiehing emack, and buried in 
another man's mausoleum. 
Four inspired 
authors wrote of His biograph}'. and in- 
numerable lives of Christ have been pub- 
lished,but He composed His autobiography 
in a most compressed way. 
He said: 
"I 
have trodden the wine press alone." Poor 
in the estimation of nearly all the pros- 
perous classes. 
They called Him Sabbath 
breaker, wine bibber, traitor, blasphemer, 
and ransacked the dictionary oiopj^robrium 
from lid to lid to express their detestation. 
I can think now of onh' two well to do men 
who espoused His cause—Nicodemus and 
Joseph of Arimathea. 
His iriends for the 
most part were people who, in that climate 
where ophthalmy or intlammatiou of the 
eyeball sweeps ever and anon as a sconrge, 
had become blind, sick people who were 
anxious to get well, and troubled people in 
whose family there was some one dead or 
dying. 
If He had a purse at all it was 
empty, or we would have heard what was 
done with the contents at the post-mortem. 
Poor? 
The pigeon in the dove cote, the 
rabbit in its burrow, the silk worm in its 
cocoon, the bee in its hive, is better pro- 
vided for, better off, better sheltered. Aye, 
the brute creation has a home on earth, 
which Christ has not. 


If on windy days the raven

One of John Banyan's great books is en- 
titled "Aboondiog Grace. 
"It is aU of 


^ace that I am saved" has been on the 
lips of hundreds of dying Christians. 
The 
boy Srtinmy was right "wheii, ' being ' ex- 
amined for admission into church mem- 
bership, he was asked: 
"Whose work was 
j-our salvation?" and he answered: 
"fart 
mine and part God's." 
Thèn the examiner 
asked: 
"What part did you do, Sammyy* 
and the answer was: 
"I opposed God all I 
could, and He djd tiie rest!" 
Oh, the 
height of it, the depth of it, the length of 
it, the breadth of it, the grace of 
God! 
Mr. Fletcher having written a pamphlet 
that pleased the King, the King offered to 
comi)en8ate him, and Fletcher answered: 
"There is onlj- one thing I want, and that 
is more grace." 
Yes, my blood-bought 
hearers, grace to live by and grace to die 
by. 
Grace that saved the publican, that 
saved Lydia, that saved the dying thief, 
that saved the jailer, that saved me. 
But 
the riches of that grace will not be fully 
understood until Heaven breaks in upon 
the soul. 
An old Scotchman, 
who had 
been a soldier in one of the European wars, 
was sick and dying in one of our American 
hosiMtals. 
His one desire was to see Scot- 
land and his old home, 
and once 
again 
•walk the heather of the Highlands, and 
hear the bagpipes of the Scotch regiments. 
The night that the old iScotch soldier died 
a young man, somewhat reckless but kind- 
hearted, got a company of 
musicians 
to 
come and play under the old soldier's win- 
dow, and among the instruments there was 
a bagpipe. 
The instant that the musicians 
began the dying 
old man in delirium 
said: 
"\Vhat's that? whafs that? 
Why, 
it's the regiments coming home. 
That's 
the tune; yes, that's the tune. 
Thank God, 
I have got home once more!" 
"Bonny 
Scotland and Bonny Doon" were the last 
words he uttered as he passed up to the 
highlands of the better country. 
And 
there are here to-day hundreds homesick 
for Heaven; some because you have so 
many bereavements, 
some because 
yon 
have so many temptations, some because 
you have so many ailments; homesick, very 
homesick, for the fatherland of 
Heaven, 
and the music that you want to hear now 
is the song of free grace, and tbe 
music 
you want to hear when you die is free 
grace, and forever before the throne of 
God you will sing of the "grace of our Lord 
Jesus ('hrist, who, though He was rich, for 
J-our sakes became poor. " 


Yes, yes; for your sakes! 
It was not on 
pleasure 
excursion that He came, for it 
was all pain. 
It was not on astronomical 
exploration, for He knew this world as well 
before He alighted as afterward, 
it was

He volunteered. 
It was not because it 
was easy, for He knew that it would be 
thorn, and spike, and hun.Cfer, and thirst, 
and vociferation of angry mobs. 
For your 
sakes! 
Wipe away your tears.

give your wrongdoing, to

your loneliness, to soothe your sorrows, to 
sit with you by tbe new-made grave, to 
bind up your wounds in the u;,'!}' battle 
with the world and bring you home at lust, 
kindling up tbe mists that fall on your dy- 
ing vision with the sunlight of a glorious 
morn. 
For your sakes! 
No, I will change 
that. 
Paul will not care, and Christ will 
not care if I change it, for I must get into 
the blessedness of the text ujyself, and po 
I say: 
"For our sakes!" 
For we all have 
our temptations, and bercavoments, 
and 
conflicts. 
For our sakes! 
We who 
de- 
serve for our sins to be expatriated into a 
world as much poorer than this earth was 
poorer than heaven. 
For our sakes! 


But what a fruitful coming down to take 
us gloriously up. 
When Artaxerxos v^as 
hunting Tireba/ns, who was attending him 
shewed the King a rent in his 
garment. 
The 
King said: 
"How shall I m< nd it?" 
"By giving it to me," said 
Tirebazus. 
Then the King: gave him the robe, 
but 
commanded him never to wear it as it woxild 
be inappropriate. 
See the startling and 
comforting fact, while onr Prince throws 
off the habit He not only allows us to wear 
it, but commands us to wear it, and it will 
become us well, and for the over-ties of 
our spiritual state we may put on the 
splendors of heavenly regalement. 
For 
our sakes! 
Oh, the personality of this re- 
ligion! 
Not an abstraction, not an 
arch

Practiee with Repeating Rifles. 


The company I saw had but little 
practice, and were getting rejii-imands 
from half a dozen officers standing be- 
side the drill sei'geant for the slowness 
of their movement^ but to a non-mili- 
tary eye nothing could have been more 
machine-like.

Animal Heat. 


In the animals endowed with the 
most perfect respiratory organs the 
bodily heat remains uniform through 
all changes of temperature of the sur- 
rounding medium. 
Respiration is more 
active in birds than in any other class 
of animals, and their temperature is 
uniformly 
higher 
than 
any other, 
ranging from 106 to 112 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 
In the mammalia it is from 
95 to 105 degrees, varying from adult 
man, in different individuals, 1)8 to 100 
degrees. 
During fever it is several 
degrees higher, reaching 106 or 107 
degrees in scarlet and typhus fevers, 
while in other forms of disease it falls 
a little below the normal, descending 
to 66 degrees in a remarkable case not 
long ago reported. 
In health it is 
about a degree and a half lower during 
sleep than when awake, and it is some 
degrees higher in the very young than 
in the very old. 
In the reptiles, fishes, 
and all so-called cold-blooded animals 
the temperature of the "body is very 
little above that of the surrounding air 
or water, rising or falling with the ex 
temal changes.—.4r/rancalo

Invest- 
ment, B u t Indemnity. 


We notice in the Journal of the 2nd 
inst. an interview with the agent of a 
prominent life insurance company upon 
this most important topic, and as it is a 
subject that interests the majority of oor 
readers, we publish to-day an interview 
with Joseph Lombard, esq., agent of the 
Provident Savings Life Assurance Socie- 
ty, of New York, of which the distin- 
guished actuary, Sheppard Homans, is 
president. 


" I understand, Mr. Lombard, that the

" I am moved to exp ress a regret—shared, 1 
believe, 
by the 
conservative 
and 
most 
sagacious men in the business—that our in 
surance establishments have adopted schemes 
legitimate to a certain extent. l)Ut it has no 
just relation to life insurance." 


"For reason stated in the last report of the 
department,and further considered in the 
present report, 1 am strongl/ persuaded of 
the Impolicy and positive danger of magnify 
ing the banking feature of life insurance in 
stitutions to accommodate 
modern plans of 
tontine speculation and endowment invest 
ment. 
The closer life is held to Its essential 
object, which has Avon for it the universal es 
teem of the thoughtful and humane, 
and 
apart from mercenary speculation of what 
ever nature, the better for Its safety 
and 
dignity."—Mass. Keport, 1885. 


"In further illustration of this, I quote 
from the annual reports of 1883 and 1887, 
of the president (Hon. Amzi Dodd) of 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance com- 
pany, of Newark, N. Y." 


" I f the policy contract, instead of calling 
for the same premiun each year, should call 
for the gradually increasing natural premium 
there would be no need of resers es or accum 
ulated funds. 
The company and Its members 
would do business on the rule of 'pay as you 
go.'

From this veracious shadow 
(clad in "complete steel") and variously 
addressed by an irreverent son as "old

An Abyssinian Library. 


The Abyssinian alphabet consists of 
two hundred 'and eight characters, each 
of which is written distinctly and sep- 
ai-ately, like, the letters of a European 
printed book. 
The labor required to 
write, an Abyssinian book is therefore 
immense, and sometimes years are con- 
sumed in the preparation of a single 
volume. 
Mr. 
Cuzon, 
an 
English 
scholar, visited an Abyssinian monas- 
tery a few miles from Cairo, and was 
surprised to find therein one of the most 
unique of libraries. 
In a room twenty- 
six feet by twenty, a number of long 
wooden pegs projected from the wall, 
and on them iiung about 
fifty 
Abys- 
sinian books in manuscript. 
As the 
entire literatui-e of Abyssinia does not 
include more than one hundred vol- 
umes, the monks were proud of their 
library. 
Each book was bound in red 
leather or in boards, and enclosed in a 
cast? tied up with leather thongs. 
To 
this case was attached a strap for the 
convenience of carrying the volume 
over the shoulders, and by these straps 
the books were hung to the wooden 
pegs, three or four to a peg. 
The room 
thus fitted up also containeil a number 
of long staves, for the monks to lean on 
at the time of prayer. 
It had the ap- 
pearance of a guard-room, where the 
Boldierà had hung their knapsacks and 
cartridge boxes against the wall.

Teasing Children. 


One of the commonest practices, and 
one that should be strongly condemned 
by mothers and guardians, is the per- 
nicious habit of teasing children. Some 
people take particular pleasure in pro- 
voking a little child to anger. 
They 
will torment and harass it just io see 
its eyes flash and its little hands close 
tightly, and when this end is attained 
they laugh heartily at the picture of 
anger 
and 
indignation 
they have 
wrought. 
Should the child under this 
provocation resent by an angry word or 
action the torture these people are 
heaping on it, that is a very ditt'erent 
thing altogether; they are horrified at 
the expression or action; the child 
is impudent or vicious; its mother 
ought to punish it. 
Generally the 
mother or guard'an does chastise it, 
although in their hearts they feel that, 
in justice, the child is not to blame and 
the punishmtnt belongs else were. "Oh, 
dear!" you will bear these people ex- 
claim 
after 
an 
exhibition 
such 
as 
the 
above, 
"that 
child 
is 
so 
hot-tempered 
and 
irritable, 
if it isn't controlled when it is young 
the parents will have a hard time with it 
when it is older." 
They are fond of 
citing, as an example for this child to 
imitate, one of their acquaintances 
who is totally dissimilar in disposition 
to the irritable one. The model child 
never gets angry, no matter how long 
they may torment it. 
It takes it all 
good-naturedly and 
never thinks of 
such a thing as resenting it. 
They 
usually attribute this trait in a child 
as the result of proper training, when, 
as a rule, it has very little to do with 
it. 
There are two kinds of children 
that do not mind teasing, and these are 
the ones that are usually set up as 
models. 
One is of a naturally amiable 
disposition, and will good-naturedly 
take a great deal of teasing before re- 
senting it. 
The other is of tlie "don't- 
care" kind, and would as soon be tor- 
mented as praised. 
A child that is in- 
different to either censure or praise 
will bear watching, for sach a child 
seldom 
amounts 
to 
much 
when 
grown up. 


"Where there is a larga family of 
children the irritable child will be tor- 
mented and annoyed by its brothers 
and sisters enough on account of its 
unfortunate disposition, without the 
aid of older people. 
Children are 
very quick to follow in the footsteps of 
older folks and are very observant. 
Seeing that the irritable member of 
the family is always the same one 
chosen by grown folks to tease, they 
very readily learn to imitate the latter, 
and, if not seen to by the parents, the 
tormented child will have a miserable 
time of it even in its own home, the 
place of all others where it should be 
protected. 
Parents should not allow 
teasing in the homo, and more particu- 
larly where the subject of it is a child 
of such a temperment as the above. 
To be sure there is no necessity for 
spoiling such a child by allowing it 
more privileges than the other chil- 
dren. No, indeed. It will not ask any 
more. 
It will be perfectly contented 
to be let alone to quietly enjoy the 
same privileges as the other children 
without the fear of being annoyed on 
every occasion by reference to its un- 
fortunate disposition. 


Other children are very sensitive to 
teasing who are not of irritable tem- 
peraments, and these little ones are 
tormented even more than the others. 
They will stand just so much annoy- 
ance without a sign of resentment, un- 
til the first intimation they give of be- 
ing hurt is a flood of tears. Then in a 
contemptuous tone the epithet "cry- 
baby" is applied to ^hem by their per- 
secutors. 
All children, but more par- 
ticularly sensitive children, like the 
above, Uke to stand well in the estima- 
mation of older people, and will do all 
in their power to further this. 
They 
work 80 hard to do "what is right that 
when their little peculiarities are held 
up to ridicule they are bitterly grieved, 
and their disappointment is so great 
that their only relief is in tears. 
They 
do not care that other children tease 
them, they do not inind them but very 
little, and get over it in a short time; 
but that grown people, to whom they 
have never done anything to deserve it, 
should ridicule them until they cry, 
and then heap insult on injury by call- 
ing them "cry-babies," is too much for 
their sensitive natures, aiA it is not to 
be wondered at their hearts being very 
sore.—American 
Cultivator.

Thia morning, when Judge Wee. Mo- 


Bride, of Waterloo, convened the super- 
ior court he read hu decision on the 
feeder canal injunction cane. 


lie said that great care should be ex- 


ercised by the city iu dec ding a ques- 
tion as ir jiortant as that of a water 
supply, anu added that nndne interfer- 
ence by courts in city aftstrs would be 
usurpation. 


He mabe it a strong point that neither 


public officjn or courts should be in- 
fluenced Irom their path ol right and 
sworn duty, even 
though nineteen- 


tweutietha of the people were either lor 
or against them. 


He holds first that the council has the 


power and the right to inatitnte and 
carry forward all condemnation proceed- 
ings for the building, eitending and 
maintalnenoe of water works. 
The 


water works trustees haTe no such 
power. Their duty is solely a mana- 
gerial one. 


He insists that because the council by 


lesolntion once declared the 
feeder 


canal to be a nnlaanoe, is not a reason 
that it la a nniaanee to-day, adding that 
thia point is unworthy of serious consid- 
eration. 


It is ruled that the condemnation ol 


the water works might increase the in- 
debtedness of tbe city, but on this point 
no restraint is made. 


As to the u,uwtion of a necessity for 


the acquisition ol the feeder canal prop- 
erty the jndge holds: 


"This should be considered in con- 


nection with the siith specification, as 
they are practically tbe same question. 
Upon this question my impnesion is 
that there in no ground shown for inter- 
ference by the court. The power to de- 
termine the sufficiency or inauffielerjcy 
of the water snprly and the necessity for 
increasing it by the condemnation of ad- 
ditional property. Is, I think, vested in 
the common council, snd the eonrta 
would only be jus tilled in interfering, if 
at all, in case of a clear, gross and pal- 
able abuse of that diacretion. 
This, it 


seems to ma, I am not justified in doing 
by tbe evidence." 


In the neit ruling the jndge decides 


that the condemnation ol a forty-acre 
tract ol farming land, or Kramer farm, 
near the feeder dam, is unnecessary 
and he enjoins its purchase on the 
affidavit of Water Works Inspector Iten 
that it cannot be used for water works 
purpose*. He regreta that the city did 
not produce evidence to show that it w is 
a neonaary adjunct to the water works 
system. 


On tbe question of the honesty u>d 


qualifications of the commissionen ap- 
pointed to appraise the leader canal and 
:he oonncilmen who voted lor them, the 
judge holds: 


"I deem it my duty to say in thai con- 


nection that there b no evidence which 
would justify me in any finding reflect- 
ing on the Integrity of any member of 
the city government, or any of these 
oommiasionen, or indeed of any person 
concerned ia this entire proceeding.*' 


The judge 
dismisses Thomasetta 


Bklnner'a claim to ownership of a por- 
tion of the property and concludes by 
granting a temporary injunction against 
tbe 
condemnation 
or 
purchase 


of 
the 
feeder 
canal, because the 


forty acre tract of land, or Kramer farm, 
included in such proceedinga, is un- 
available and unnecessary for tha pur- 
poses of a water supply. 


On all other points he agrees with the 


city and in view of this fact, Colerick i 
Oppenheim and Morris * Barrett haTe 
asked for a modified injunction, or one 
that will preclude the purchase ol the 
forty acre tract of land and at the same 
time permit the council to proceed with 
the condemnation of the feeder canal lor 
water works purposes. 


On this petition Judge McBride hu 


not ruled.

These interesting 
fossils likewise 


show us that the horses of the far-off 
time were curious little animals, very 
different fron the graceful, elegant 
horses of our own time. 
The earliest 


of these creatures yrt found was a 
small animal, only about the size of a 
fox, with four well-develojied toes aud 
rudiments of the fifth toe on the fore- 
foot. 
Since that time the horse has 


gradually increased in size, and lost its 
su|>erfluons toes, aud naturalists now 
have the satisfaction of tra ing its 
descent by means of these fossils, 
through the intermediate four-toed and 
three-toed forms, down to the horse of 
the present day with iu one perfect toe. 
These changes must, of course, hsve 
occurred by easy stages. The side toes 
no doubt gradually diminished in size, 
and at the same time the middle toe 
grew larger and stronger, supported by 
the solid hoof, which is simply a very 
thick nail. Horses, therefore, as we 
know them, walk on this long middle 
toe, which is covered with the strong 
hoof, and forms what is generally 
S]K>ken of as the foot

reported to the Judge, be fined them 
eaci heavily and took their verdict 


In Hilary term, 6th, Henry VIII, the 


case came up before the fall Court of 
Queen's Bench on a joint motion to set 
aside the verdict on the ground of in- 
formality of trial, the jury having eaten 
when they should have fasted, and next 
remit the fines under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the ease. 
The jury 


averred that they had made up their 
minds iu the caso before they ate, and 
had returned into court w ith a verdict, 
but, finding the Lord Chief Justice had 
"run out to see a frsy," and not know- 
ing when he might come back, they had 
refreshments. 
The 
court confirmed 


both the verdict and the fines. 


In "Dyer's Beports" a case is reported 


of a jury who retired to consider their 
verdict, and when they came back the 
bailiff informed the judge that some of 
them (whom he could not depose) had 
been feeding while locked, nji. 
Both 


bailiff and jury were sworn, and the 
pockets of the latter were examined 
when it appeared that they all had 
"pippins," of which "some of them con- 
fessed they had eaten and the others 
said they had not." All were severely 
reprimanded, and those who had eaten 
were fined 12 shillings each and those 
who had not eaten wero fined ft shil- 
lings each, for tliat they had them in 
their pockets.
